ington. 

Foreign affairs occupied the greater por- 
tion of the time given up to discussion. ‘The 
Spanish cabinet crisis attracted much at- 
tention and was discussed at some length. 

For some reason Minister Woodford has 
still left his government officially unadvised 
of the recent happenings in Madrid, and 
nothing has been heard from him since his 
interview with the duke of Tetuan, the 


Bpanish minister for foreign affairs in the 
last cabinet. 


This fact compelled a reliance 
upon the newspaper reports of the recent 
important events in Spain. 

It may be said that there seems [to be a 
general belief among the members of the 
president's official family that the Madrid 
crisis, if not making for our good, cannot 
be expected to injure our relat‘ons with 


‘Spain. This belief is based upon the idea 
that if a conservative cabinet succeeds to 


the Azcarraga ministry the worst that can 
happen will be a continuation of ae - 
ent line of policy, for Spain is too ne n 
end of her financ!al resources to put forth 
more strenuous efforts.to subdue the Cu- 
bang. 

On the other hand, it is believed that a 
Wberal ministry will almost certainly offer 
good opportunities ‘for bringing the present 
War to an end.

ALLIANCE ARRAIGNS TAMMANY. 


Convention Nominates Henry George. 
Has Positive Platform. 

New York, October 1.—At the city nomi- 
nating convention of the Democratic Alli- 
ance of Greater New York, held tonight 
Henry George was unanimously nominated 
for “mayor. The nominating speech was 
made by Charles Francis Adams. The 
nomination was greeted with enthusiastic 
applause. 

The platform in part jis as follows: 


“The Democratic Alliance is a body of 
democrats loyal ta the policy of the great 
democratic. party. Our atnr and object was 
to, find a basis for united action of all 
democrats in the pending municipal contest. 
We deemed it essential that the democratic 
party of Greater New York should reaf- 
firm the Chieago platform. pledge itself to 
the policy of municipal ownership and op- 
eration of*franchises and to the principle of 
direct employment instead of the contract 
system. 

“The action of the city convention of 
September 30th is clear to all men. Tam- 
many and her allies hide away the national 
banner of democracy and are ashamed to 
march under its folds. The Benedict Ar- 
nolds of last fall who deserted to the enemv 
on the eve of battle are to be restored 
to places of honor and friendship: the 
franchise grabbers are to retain. their 
clutch on the city’s highways, by Tam- 
many’s aid and connivance, thus Tammany 
and her allies separate themselves in prin- 
ciple and policy from the great demo- 
cratic party of the nation and must bea 
looked upon solely as a local body of un- 
principled spoils hunters. unfit to sit in 
the councils of the party whose doctrine 
they ignore and whcse honor they betray.”

STRONG STATEMENT OF HEALTH BOARD 


Issues Statement Deine the 
Healthfulness of the City—Sur- 
geon Sawtelle Publishes a 
Statement in Atlanta’s 

“Favor. 


A modification of Alabama's strict quar- 
antine regulations ig what,is most desired 
by Atlar.ta just now. 

President T. B. Neal, of the chamber of 
commerce, yesterday addressed a letter to 
Governor Johnston, of Alabama, requesting 
him to send representatives here to inves- 
tigate the health situation, with a view to 
modifying the extreme regulations now in 
force. 

The Atlanta board of health, in session 
last night, also made an effort to secure a 
quarantine not so strict, and one that will 
not work injury to Atlanta. The board is- 
sued a very strong’ ad@ress, in which it 
shows that Atlanta's he&lth condition now 
is superior to that of ary city in the coun- 
try. 

Surgeon Sawtelle, of (he United States 
marine hospital service, 1ias issued a state- 
mént showing that the regulations here are 
such as to preclude the possibility of a 
spread of the disease. All of the communi- 
cations are interesting and are convincing 
of the fact that Alabama need have no 
fear from Atlanta. 

Inclosed in the letter to Governor John- 
ston is a set of resolutions adopted by the 
directors of the chamb w of commerce 
which explains fully. the. exact situation 
here and shows that there is absolutely 
no need for the rigid quarantine now in 
force. 

President Neal closes the letter by speak- 
ing of the close commefcial relation of Ala- 
bama and Georgia and of the bad effect the 
quarantine hus on the business in both 
States. He urges the governor of Alabama 
to send a delegation here with a view of 
modifying the quarantine regulations as 
they now exist. 

The resolutions adopted by the directors 


of the chamber of commerce are as fol- | 


“Whereas, Thejrigid quarantine now be- 
ing enforcéd against Atlanta by Alabama 
and Mississippi is forcing a greit hardshp 
to many of the people of both thuse states

“Whereas. it is a well known fact that, 
except the one case brought here from Mo- 
bile which is now recovering. no yellow 
fever exists in Atlanta and experience of 
the past has demonstrated that it cannot 
exist in this locality. and, : 

“Whereas, this fact is emphasized, not 
only by the experience of the past, but by 
the official statement of city, state and 
United States authorities; therefore, be it 

“Resolved, That Atlanta, being a perfect- 
ly healthy city. as much so as any other 
in the United States, ihe rigid quarantine 
now being enforced against Atlanta is use- 


| less. and we urge upon our city, state and 


national authorities to use their influence 


in having this unusual quarantine modified | 


to reasonable requirements.” 

“Stlanta. Ga., October 1. 1897.—To Hon. 
Joseph F. Johnston, Governor of Alabama, 
Montgomery, Ala. Dear Sir: I herewith 
inclose copy of a resolution passed today 
by the Atlanta chamber of commerce. Our 
people feel a sincere sympathy for the 
fever-stricken portions of our sister state 
of Alabama and fully appreciate the extra 
precaution adopted by her authorities. 

“The position taken by our city in open- 
ing her gates to your refugees is well 
known to you. Many of your people are 
now with us and we are willing to shelter 
all who may come. 

“More than twenty days have now 
passed and no evidence has developed that 
the fever has shown itself here except the 
single instance of a young:lady who came 
from ‘Mobile. This case was properly 
cared for by our health board and the 
patient is now fast recovering. 

“The general health and sanitary condi- 
tions of our city were never better and we 
have no feat of the epidemic finding a 
footing among us. 

‘United States Health Officer Dr. Saw- 
telle gives Atlanta a clean bill of health; 
also the health officers of the states of 
Florida and Tennessee, who came to look 
into our condition. 

‘The cities of Columbus, Rome, Macon. 
Savannah and West Point, Ga.: Knoxville, 
Tenn., and Jacksonville, Fla... sent their 
officials here to learn the true state of 
our condition and returned home to report 
no need, of quarantine against Atlanta. 

“We regret your state has not sent its 
health authorities here to make inquiry as 
Other states and cities have done. We 
earnestly urge you to do so yet, as we feel. 
the time has now come when you can 
safely relaX. or greatly modify your quar- 
antine restrictions against us in the matter 
of freight transportation. 

“Our commercial interests are closely 
identified, probably more so than any other 
states. 

“We need badly now your manufacturing 
and mining products. Many of your mer- 
chants have placed orders with our busi- 
ness houses and are writing they are in 
great need of the goods. 

“We trust you will send a delegation here 
and investigate fully our health and sani- 
tary conditions with a view of modifying 
the quarantine regulations as they now 
exist.

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Orleans, October 1.—Today was 
something of a record breaker in 
the matter of new cases. They cropped 
up in all directions, but up to 6 o'clock 
the death record was still low. 

The fever is rapidly spreading in many 
directions, but the dargest majority of 
cases are proving to be of a harmless 
type. 

The infectious character of the fever is, 
however, shown in the fact that there are 
again today numerous [Instances of new 
cases in houses where sickness has already 
existeg. The weather is warm and the 
conditions excellent for new cases. But 
the death percentage has fallen consider- 
ably below the record of 1878.

Largest Number Reported. 

More cases were reported before 9 o'clock 
today than at any time since the tever 
has invaded the city. There were fifteen 
atthat hour. Only one death, however, had 
occurred, but another was reported during 
the afternoon. 

Both of these deaths were located down 
town. in “neighborhoods where iliness was 
already prevalent, and as has been the 
case for several days, one of the fatal 
cases was an Italian. Chartres street, 
which is. the continuation of Camp 
beyond Canal, is peculiarly to be marked 
as a street where fatal cases occur. 

The new cases today are reported from 
all sections of the city. The most impor- 
tant among them is Dr. Beverly Warner, 
the pastor of the rich MTrinity church; 
Bishop Sessums, head of the Episcopal 
church here, said tonight that he believed 
Dr. Warner’s case was a mild one and 
that he would be out of danger in a few 
days. Four of the cases today are of peo- 
ple living in houses where the disease has 
prevailed. They have suffered from the in- 
fection. Rich and poor have alike been 
stricken today and the reports to the 
board of health seem to show. that the best 
drained and kept streets are presenting 
cases as numerously as those which are 
minus sanitation. 

A. H. May, the cotton man, today called 
at the board of health to make a report of 
a scheme that has been undertaken in the 
thirteenth ward. That is the purchase of 
the mains and pumps of the old auxiliary 
sanitary association. These mains extend 
through various portions of the city and if 
the pumps can be operated much good can 
be’ done in the way of flushing: the city. 
In the meantime the authorities continue 
to keep the waterworks plugs open and 
every gutter is filled with running water. 

A number of cases, some ten or more. 
were discharged today as cured.. Among 
them is Mrs. A. T. Wimberly. Her case 
was a mild one. This afternoon Professor 
Metz and his assistants disinfectec the va- 
rious houses in which sickness has occur- 
red and wherein the patients have been dis- 
charged. 


Doctors Having Bitter Fight. 

A bitter fight is being made on the board 
of health because it {Is insisting in quaran- 
tining inmates of houses in which yellow 
fever exists and those houses which imme- 
diately adjoin. 

Dr. Guiteras expressed the opinion that it 
is possible to confine the infection within 
the room where the patient may be lying 
so this has strengthened the fight of the 
public against these quarantine measures. 
In spite of the storm of protests, however, 
many eminent physicians and professiona! 
men are urging the board tu continue its 
present course in quarantining houses.

Nearly a Score of Persons Met Tragic 
Deaths. 


FIVE ARE KILLED IN ONE ROOM 


Mrs. Rivinius Murders Her Children 
a and Kills Herself. 


TWO MEN SUICIDE AT THE SAME HOTEL 


More Deaths by Self-Destruction in 
New York Than Victims of the 
Yellow Fever. 


New York, October 1.—A woman and her 
four children were found dead by asphyx- 
lation in the West Shore hotel, Forty- 
second street and Eleventh avenue, this 
morning. The woman had evidently killed 
her children and then committed suicide. 

They were registered as “Mrs. Caroline 
Rivinius, West Point, ana four children.” 

They arrived by a train which came from 
West Point last night at 845. Mrs. Rivi- 
nius appeared to be about forty years old. 
The children were two boys, one about 
fifteen and the other about seven, and two 
girls, about thirteen and five years old. 

The victims of the terrible tragedy were 
the wife and children of Robert R:vintus, 
an enlisted man in the United States army 
at West Point. Rivinius ts a printer in 
He has 


been in the army thirty years and expects 


the army administrative building. 


to be retired next June. 

He was greatly moved on receiving the 
news of the death of his wife and chil- 
dren. He is a German and speaks English 
imperfectly. | 

Robert Rivinius arrived He 
could ascribe no reason for his wife's sui- 
cide. She was perfectly famillar with the 
use of gas.

UNDER SHADOW OF THE LYNCHING TREE 


Deputy Sheriff Harmon, witk Bis 
Posse, Rides in and Rescues the 
Wretch from His Captors. 


Lawrenceville; Ga., October 1.—(Spectal.)— 
Gwinnett county has had a day of sensa- 
tion in which outrage, attempted lynching 
and rescue furnished alternating iopics of 
excitement. 

KRighteen miles from this place is the 
town of Braden, a quiet place, but seldom 
disturbed by excitement, and where every 
day passes in equilibrium. 

It was about 11 o'clock this morning that 
the people were aroused by a story which 
set the blood to boiling. Elizabeth Parrish, 
a respectable young woman, living some 
distance out. While walking into town had 
been cruelly assaulted, and for a while it 
appeared if might die -from the 
violence to which she had been subjected. 
The criminal, Henry Johnsen. had waylaid 
her in a thick clump of undergrowth, and 
stunning her with blow, she was at 
his mercy.

Allin Pursuit. 
were sent out, Men on 
scoured the country, and footmen armed 
With shotguns and revolvers penetrated 
every remote spot. It looked as if theren- 
tire county was under arms. Finally the 
cowering wretch was ryn down, when the 
party having him in charge determined 
that the unfurtunate victim should identify 
him, and if she said he was the man, there 
was no power on earth to save him from 
the lynchers’ rape. Other. parties joined, 
and all went to the Parrish home, where 
‘the lady at once declared that he was the 
man.

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office this evening it was resolved that a 
statement should be made to the public 
as to the methods employed by the, board 
of health to protect -the city of Atlanta 
from the introduction of yellow fever into 
our limits. This was deemed important 
especially in view of the strict quarantine 
regulations adopted by the state of Ala- 
bama, the object being to let the health 
onenient aa g of Alabama know that every 
precaution possible has been taken and is 
being enforced to prevent a possibility of 
the disease obtaining a foothold in the city 
or from being carried from this city else- 
where, and by order of the board of health 
the following statement showing the regu- 
lations which have been enforced continu- 
ously since September 16, 1897, and are now 
being enforced was directed to be published: 


Train Inspection. 

“There are two lines of railroad enter- 
ing Atlanta from the direction of the in- 
fected sections—the Atlanta and West 
Point from Montgomery and the Southern 
from Birmingham. All of the trains of 
these roads approaching Atlanta are met 
by medical experts, Dre, Kennedy and 
Ward, accompan’‘ed by police officers, and 
a thorough inspection is made of each and 
every passenger. These inspectors meet 
the Atlanta and West Point trains at West 
Point. Ga., and the Southern railway trains 
at Austell. 

“All tickets are examined ‘to determine 
the point from which the passenger start- 
ed and h's destination, and each passenger 
is required to give a written statement af- 
fording precise information as to his or her 
name, age, residence, date of leaving same, 
destination and whereabouts for twenty 
days preceding... Th's statement is after- 
wards placed on file with the health board 
of Atlanta for reference when the signer 
applies for a health certificate in order to 
leave the city. 

“The passenger is informed that if he 
or she intends to stop in Atlanta they must 
register at the health office. These train 
inspectors have instructions that any per- 
son from an infected place who is found 
to be apparently ill is to be considered a 
suspicious case, and he or she, with all 
baggage, is to be taken from the train 
outs'de the limits of the city and removed 
to the detention camp, there to remain ten 


days. 

“This detention camp is located six miles 
out of the city, and is under the charge of 
the board of health with necessary attend- 


ants and guards. 
Issuing Health Certificates. 

Al} persons leaving Atlante for points 
south or west are required in purchasing 
tickets to present a certificate from the 
board of health. Such certificates are is- 
sued by physicians appointed by the board 
of health. 

“Two elasses of such certificates are Is- 
sued—one to residents of Atlanta and one 
to non-residents. These certificates give 
the name of the holder, age, weight, height, 
eomplexion, color of hair and eyes, and 
bear the autographie signature of party 
and information as to the whereabouts of

and the further information’ that party has 
not been exposed to infection of yellow fe- 
ver and has not been in any infected or sus- 
pected locality. 

“These certificates are only Issued to such 
persons, whether residents er non-residents, 
upon being personally identified to the 
health officer by a party Known to him. 
The party identifying the applieant is also 
required to sign the certificates and certify 
that the party has been out of infected dis- 
tricts for twenty days. 

General Precautions. 

“The police ‘and sanitary officers of the 
eity and al) physicians are required to re- 
port all cases of sickness among non-resi- 
clients. 

“Every cease of sickness among 
who have entered the city from 
points is considered suspicious. 

“The police officers of the city numb*7r 
150 and a sufficient detail of the same is 
required to meet all trains upon arrival 
and assist the health offieers in loeating and 
inspecting all persons arriving in the city. 

Sanitary Conditions of City. 

“The. work of sanitation is carried on 
constantly day and night. There are over 
three hundred men employed in sanitary 
work and there are 150 carts and wagons in 
this serviee. 

“This work has been in progress with the 
utmost regularity for several years past 
and the sanitary condition of the entire city 
was never so good as at present. 

‘‘All sewers are flushed every night from 
the fire plugs, and six times during each 
day from tbe flush tanks. 

“The only case of yellow fever in our 
midst has been that of Miss Fieming, a 
thirteen-year-old girl refugee from Mobile. 
As soon as this ease was diseovered the 
patient, with all inmates in the house, was 
strictly quarantined and has been Kept 
under guard with all necessary,attention. 

“The patient is now convalescent and is 
entirely out of danger, and no other cases 
have occurred among the other occupants 
of the quarantined premises or in the city. 

~ Number of Refugees. 

“After personal investigation, the board 
of health is satisfied that there are not 
one humdred (100) refugees from infected 
districts now in Atlants. While a large 
number have come to Atlanta, they have 
for the most part gone to other sections. 


U. S. Marine Hospital Service. 

“Dr. Henry W. Sawtelle, surgeon Unit- 
ed States marine hospital service, estab- 
ished his headquarters in Atlanta, Sep- 
tember 16, 1897, since which date the Se 
at all times has had his full co-opeya- 
tion, as well as his approval of the regu- 
lations emforced by the board.

'Eighty-one cases have been officially re- 
ported and twelve deaths, and there are 
now under treatment twenty-nine cases. 

Some physicians refuse to beileve that 
yellow fever can appear in such a mild 
form, causing the opinion among citizens, 
although not admitted by the profession, 
that a number of the eases being treated 
as dengue fever are really yeilow fever. 

The board of health {s making extraor- 
dinary efforts to stamp out the disease, and 
is being ably assisted by the sanitary au- 
thorities. Today the United States marine 
hospital detention camp at Mt. Vernon 
got under way, and it will prove a god- 
send to many. 

The three daily papers of the city have 
simultaneously made appeals-in behalf of 
those who have been rendered destitute 
through want of employment and who do 
not come within the scope of the-relief af- 
forded by the Can't-Get-Away Club, a no- 
ble organization under the leadership of 
Judge Price Williams, which follows the 
beatitudes to the letter and has done good 
service in former epidemics. An amount 
of suffering exists among laboring classes 
and the colored race, which it is feared 
will become appalling through the paraly- 
sis of business. Appeals are rapidly fogdow- 
ing one another to the police and the club 
mentioned from the families of idle work- 
men who are suffering the pangs of hun- 
ger and the keynote having been struck by 
the newspapers, a meeting of the commer- 
cial bodies and citizens whose means will 
allow them to be of service, has been called 
for tomorrow to bring relief to the suffer- 
ing by organized efforts. The movement 
thas taken a firm hold, so much so that it 
Is believed those few merchants and promi- 
nent men at present here will be abie to 
meet the demands of the indigent poor, 
without the assistance of those who have 
deserted the city in her hour of trial.

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One Side Wants the Legislature To 
Frame a Plan, 


THE "OTHER 1S WILLING TO WAIT 
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A Long Session Leads to Nothing but 
Talk, and the Trip to Dade Coun- 
ty Is Postponed Pending 
a Final Seitle- 
ment. 


The hitherto placi@d waters which have 
surrounded the doings and sayings of the 
sub-committee of the joint penitentiary 
committees of the senate and house of rep- 
resentatives was disturbed yesterday by 
a sharp internal conflict. From 9 o'clock 
in the morning until after 6 o’clock last 
n'ght the members were in session, but 
during that time very little was accom- 
plished in the way of furthering the wark 
in hand. As soon as the committee began 
the work of framing a bill to be reported 
back to the joint committee, the members 
split on a question which will probably 
take a day or two to settle. All the argu- 
ment of yesterday did not even begin to 
settle {t. 

The question is one which concerns the 
duties and powers of the sub-committee. 
One side holds that they should simply 
report back the HA! bill as presented to 
together with a list of properties offered 
the state, and make no direct recommen- 
dation as to any plan or policy to be fol- 
lowed. They are in favor of delegating 
absolute authority in this matter to the 
penitentiary commission of three members 
which is to be cerated under the new bil) 
and appointed by Governor Atkinson. 
Chairman Hewlett .A. Hall, of the house 
committee, is the leader of this faction, 
and he vigorously defended every move 
made to change the scope of his measure 
as originally presented. 

The Question at Issue. 

The other side is in favor of pinning the 
commission down to a well-defined plan to 
he proposed by the sub-committee to the 
joint committee and by them to the leg- 
islature when it meets this month. Senator 
Shropshire Jed in advocating this proce- 
dure, and made a persistent fight against 
returning so indefinite an ordinance as the 
Hall bill to the committee which had in- 
structed them to’prepare an exact remedy 
for the existing convict evil. The result 
of the controversy became so much in- 
volved that it was impossible to accept 
Captain Clifford I. Anderson’s invitation 
to go with him ona visit to the Dade county 
coal mines in the evening. The committee 
will make that visit later. 

Representatives Dodson and Thomas, of 
the committee, presented bills of specific 
natures, the one providing for a peniten- 
iiary commission of statehouse officials to 
manage the convicts on the plan suggested 
by Principal Keeper Turner, and the other 
providing for the establishment of a prac- 
tical sea island colony. The very fact 
that these measures were specific seemed 
to settle their fate, however, and the com- 
mittee decided to take up the Hall bill as a 
basis of action, and so pass upon it section 
by gection.. It was at this point that the 
trouble began, and, when adjournment was 
finally taken, the question at issue was no 
nearer settlement than it was in the be- 
ginning. ‘The men with specific ideas were 
uot successful in having them adopted, but 
they were not unsuccessful in having them 
aeteated. 

A Practical Discussion. 

When Chairman Cook called the commit- 
tee to order at 9 o’clock in the morning 
there were present Senators Shropshire, 


Atkinson and Dunwody and Representa- 
‘tives Hall, Dodson, Thomas, Boynton and 


Feider. ‘Mr. Dodson presented a resolu- 
tion invi@ing Judge Turner to appear be- 
tore them and discuss the report which he 
had made as principal keeper of the peni- 
tentiary regarding reforms in the convict 
system and, by a unanimous vote, Secre- 
tary Hardin was sent out on a seouting 
expedition for Judge Turner. The princi- 
pal keeper declined to make a speech and 
took his seat with the committee to taik 
over the situation with them informally. 

During the free and easy discussion which 
followed more practical ideas were pre- 
sented and debated than during any other 
equal period of time since the sub-commit- 
tee began operation. Judge Turner read 
and explained in detail his report and 
told of his. experiences as a penitentiary 
official covering his entire term of office. 
He urged upon the committee the neces- 
sity of building a. central penitentiary and 
said that this could be done in five years 
with the money obtained from the labor 
of the state convicts. He urged a reforma- 
tory plan and said that the penitentiary 
should be situated where the people of the 
State would visit it. 

“The best inspection of a penitentiary,” 
he said. “is the unofficial inspection of the 
citizens.”’ 

‘Convicts in Demand. 

He read a letter from the former super- 
‘visor of the penitentiary of Tennessee in 
which an offer was made to tease the 
labor of all the Georgia convicts at a 
Price per diem hereafter to be agreed 
upon. In this connection Judge Turner 
said that there would not be the slightest 
difficulty in using all the convicts to the 
profit of the state, and he cited as an il- 
lustration the experience of many other 
States. The members of the committee 
wsked him scores of qi icstions and he 
showed a thorough knowledge of the con- 
Vict situation now confronting Georgia as 
Well as of other situations of the same 
sort which have confronted other states. 

At the conclusion of the conference: with 
Judge Turner, Chairman Cook said that 
the next business in order was the prepara- 
tion of a bill to be reported back to the 
joint committee. Representative Dodson 


. 4rose in reply and said that there were 80 
Many features of the Hall bill which he 
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The Sea Island Plan. 

The bill further provides for the purchas- 
ing of a tract of land of between two and 
five thousand acres in the central part of 
the state suitable for farmihg, and for the 
raising of produce for the charitable insti- 
tutions of the state. On this saime property 
Mr. Dodson proposes to erect a penitentia- 
ry for the custody of female convicts, of 
boys under seventeen years of age, and of 
the aged, infirm. disabled and diseased con- 
victs, not capable of hard labor. The short 
term convict. he thinks, should be worked 
upon the public roads. His proposed dis- 
position of the able-bodied convicts is in 
line with the recommendations of Judge 
Turner and Governor Atkinson—that their 
labor should be leased for a period of time 
not to exceed five years. 

Representativa Thomas then presented a 
bill for the establishing of a penal colony 
on one of the sea islands, to be conducted 
by a principal keeper of the penitentiary 
resident thereon. He opposed the sugges- 
tion of a penitentiary commission, and in a 
clear-cut and business-like ordinance pro- 
posed to put all the felony convicts on an 
island to be worked to the profit of the 
state in agriculture and manufacturing. His 
bill provided that the principal keeper 
should be a man who had been a practical 
farmer for at least tea years, and the entire 
decument showed that its author had been 
a student as well as an advocate of the sea 
island idea. 

Then Chairman Hall, of the house com- 
mittee, presented his bill providing for the 
appointment of a commission of three mem- 
bers not only to take charge of the con- 
victs of the state, but to prepare a plan for 
a new penitentiary system. Senator Shrop- 
shire said that he was not in favor of the 
Hall bill, 
sufficiently comprehensive to form a basis 
of action on the part of the committee, 
and he moved that the consideration of the 
measure be made the special order of the 
day. Representative Dodson fought the mo- 
tion on the grounds that the measure was 
of too general and indefinite a character, 
but a mutual understanijing was finally 
reached whereby the Hall bill was to be 
taken up section by section as a frame 
work of a measure to be reported back to 
the main committee. 

The first section of the bill, which provides 
for the appointment of “three intelligent, 
upright business men from different sec- 
tions of the state, who shall be known as 
the penitentiary comn'ssion of the state 
of Georgia,” was passed without oppost- 
tion. The members struck out, however, the 
clause which made the governor an ex- 
officio member of the body. The commit- 
tee agreed to the next two sections, which 
provided that the commiss‘oners should 
serve for four years, should have a salary 
of $2,000 per scar, and should be required 
to file a bond of $10,000 each, 


Then Toruble Began. 

The next section of the bill plunged the 
members into a question of the authority 
of the proposed comniission over misde- 
meanor convicts, and Representative Felder 
led a spirited debate, which resulted finaliy 
in the section being laid on the table for 
future consideration. The next section 
brought up the power of the committee to 
buy farms and other properties in the 
state, and both Senator Atkinson and 
Representative Boynton started a debate on 
this point which put the question on the 
table alongside of the other. The: following 
section provided that the commission should 
purchase sea islands as well as inland 
farms, and at this point Senator Shropshire 
began his fight to curtail the commission's 
authority. 

In a brief, but forceful, speech he said 
that the subcommittee was not appointed 
to indorse a bill presented to the general 
committee which dumped the entire au- 
thority of both committees on a commission 
hereafter to be appointed. He said that 
the members of the subcommittee were 
supposed to have minds and ideas of their 
own,’ and that the purpose of their appoint- 
ment was to prepare a definite and tangible 
measure for presentation to the legislature. 
He said that he was opposed to the pur- 
chase of a sea island, but that: he respected 
the opinion of other members who might 
favor such a policy. He declared that if 
the Hall bill was presented in its present 
shape it was no bill at all, and that the 
governor might just 4s well appoint a 
penitentiary commission and turn them 
loose to do as they pleased. 

A Question of Authority. 

Nearly every member of the committee 
took part in the debate which followed, 
and Chairman Hall made an eloquent plea 
for his bill on the grounds that tne men 
who were to compose the commission 
would be of a character to be trusted by 
the legislature. Senator Shropshire and 
Representative Felder did not question 
this, but they asserted in very empnhatie 
language that they felt it their duty to 
execute a plan for the commission to carry 
out, rather than to delegate their authority 
to men whose names they did not,even 
know. In the multiplicity of suggestions 
offered it was impossible to discover how 
the committee stood on the question, and 
when adjournment was finally taken the 
matter was left in very indefinite shape. 

The debate had been so prolonged and 
the outcome was clouded in so much doubt 
that every member of the committee felt 
the necessity of holding a continual session 
until they could agree upon the question 
involved. A sub-committee was appointed 
to wait on Captain Anderson to notify him 
that the business before them would pre- 
vent the committee’s going to Dade county 
to inspect the properties of the Georgia 
Mining, Manufacturing and _ Investment 
Company, and, in reply, Captain Anderson 
sent a message saying that if the commit- 
tee would name a day next weck he would 
be glad to go with them to Dade county. 
It is probable that the members will take 
advantage of the invitation as soon as they 
become untangled from the present contro- 
versy.

A PROTEST IS OF NO AVAIL 


But They Will Probably Head Off the 
State with Cash, 


MAY BUY COTTLE CUMBERLAND 


This Island Will Shut Them Off from 
the Outer World and. Prevent the 
Felons from Gazing Upon 
the Domain of the Fi- 
nanciers. 


Dr. Jekyll declines to associate with Mr. 
Hyde. 

In other words, the millionaires who have 
made famous the little island off the Geor- 
gia coast which bears the name of Mr. 
Stevenson's queer physician, are objecting 
to the proposition on the part of the state 
to establish a convict colony on one of the 
other islands in their vicinity. Their ob- 
jection has not yet taken the form of either 
a verbal or a written protest to the gsub- 
committee of the legislature which is now 
debating the penitentiary matter, and it is 
not likely that it will ever t@ke such a 
form. 

The millionaires of Jeky) island don’t do 
business that way. 

Instead of bothering with the legislature 
or a legislative committee, they are likely 
to take the much simpler course of heading 
off the state and buying such surrounding 
property as will protect them from even 
remote contact with the striped and 
shackled colony that is now giving the 
people of Georgia so much concern. JekKyl 
island is nearly twenty miles away from 
Sapelo island, and there is no immediate 
fear of contagion in that direction. The 
offer of little Cumberland island to the 
state as a site for the penitentiary has, 
however, caused a shiver to agitate the 
marshy backbone of its aristocratic neigh- 
bor, and has brought the Jekyl island folks 
face t& face with an alarming contingency. 

All Jekyl Is .Aroused. 

The first inkling of the feeling of protest 
on the part of the wealthy winter residents 
of Jekyl was received in Atlant? yesterday 
by the numerous real estate boomers from 
the southeastern section of the state who 
are here attending the meeting of the sub- 
committee. The members of the Jekyl 
club just now are scattered in all parts 
of the world, but their representatives in 
New York city and ct Brunswick have 
been quick to discover the danger which 
threatens. These representatives are fa- 
miliar with the geography of the Georgia 
coast, and they have found that nature has 
provided a bulwark which separates Jekyl 
island from the rest of the world. 

This bulwark is Little Cumberland island. 

It isn’t much to look at, and it has never 
occupied a very conspicuous place in the 
real estate world, but the legislative com- 
mittee has been inclined to look upon it 
with favor because it is offered for sale at 
a very low figure and is not too small to be 
used as a convict farm. It contains 3,000 
acres of land, and is listed on the bids pre- 
sented to the committee at $16,000. It is 
situated right opposite Jekyl island with a 
deep but narrow channel of a mile anda 
half intervening. It-is said that it would 
make a magnificent game preserve, but 
its agricultural value is an unknown quan- 
tity. 

No Offer Received Yet. 

The island was offered to the state by 
Messrs. Brobston and Fendig, the Bruns- 
wick real estate agents, who remained over 
in Atlanta yesterday to continue to boom 
it. When asked by a Constitution reporter 
last night if he had heard of the reportcd 
kick of the Jekyl island millionaires, Mr. 
Brobston said: 

‘I heard something about it this morn- 
ing, but I have received no offer for littls 
Cumberland and no intimation has been 
made to me that such an offer is to b2 
made. I am trying to sell the property to 
the state because I really believe it is the 
best and most available, at the price, that 
car be secured anywhere. It never oc-

Chicago, October 1.—The monotony of the 
scientific and painfully technical proceed- 
ings of the Luetgert murder trial today 
was relleved by a hearty laugh at the ex- 
pense of Dr. Allport, the chief osteological 
expert of the defense, during the afternoon 
session. 

Dr. Allport had identified a plece of bone 
as the temporal of a human being; he ob- 
served that the bone would indicate that 
the person had been large and strong. 

“Yes. I suppose he was,’ observed As- 
sistant State’s Attorney McEwen. “‘He was 
a gorilla.” 

This announcement rather staggered Dr. 
Allgort. but he joined in the general laugh 
among the lawyers, experts and spectators. 

There was a warm tilt between the wit- 
ness and Assistant State’s Attorney, Mc- 
Ewen during the afternoon. After answer- 
ing a auestion Dr. Allport proceeded to 
give a little explanatory lecture. digressing 
somewhat from the subject under consid- 
eration. When he paused Assistant State’s 
Attorney McEwen gazed at the witness a 
moment and remarked: 

“You are a little ton fresh.”’

Mrs: J. A. Curtis 
and her twelve-year-old daughter, Miss 
Bertha. and Mrs. Hodges, a visitor from 
Chicago, were dangerously ill almost im- 
mediately, while Miss Alma Curtis, aged 
sixteen, and Fred Curtis, aged five, were 
less seriously ill.

Outing Was a Success-and Officers

MEN START NORTHWARD NEXT WEDNESDAY | 


The Entire Regiment Will Tramp to | 


Chickamauga Under Command 
of Celonel Cook. 


Two hundred and fifty tired, dusty and 
sun-burned soldiers marched into Fort Mc- 
Pherson, under the command of Captain 
Boynton, yesterday morning. They had 
just completed a long march and were feel- 
ing the effects of it, as the roads were very 
dusty and the hot sun made the walking 
too warm for comfort. The men were 
fresh from a long stay at the rifle range in 
Waco. 

They left Waco Sunday and had been on 
march steadily each day since that 
time. They covered about fifteen miles 4 
day. They seemed not to mind the waik- 
ing an«d said they could jhave covered many 
more miles each day if they had had bet- 
ter weather. The dust and sand of the 
roads were a very great imped’'ment to 
them, they say, and if it had been later 
in the winter with a damp, hard grourel 
and a cooler temperature they would have 
fared better. 

As it was they think they did well and 
the officers are well prieased with them 
and their work. Captain Boynton was 
very careful with the men and dd all 
he could in his official capacity to have 
them as little taxed as possible. 

The men ecarry heavy equipments 
these marches and it amounts to a burden 
after a few hours on the march. Heavy 
blankets were needed to cover them dur- 
ing the cold nights they experienced sleep- 
ing on the ground. They would pitch 
their tents at dark and when the day 
would break over the horizon they would 
be cooking their breakfasts and when 
the first: rays of the sun could be seen 
they ‘were making the distance between 
them and Atlarta grow and less. 

Will Meet at Chickamauga. 

In the middle of next week they 
commence the longest march they 
had in a long time. They leave 
Wednesday for Chickemauga, where 
will be camped for a number of 
and then march home. They wil! be un- 
der the command of Colonel Cook and 
all the officers cf the regiment will go 
with the troops. 

There will be nearly 
theroughly equipped for 
same that they would be if 
going in: real war. This is practical 
service that has been recommended for 
the men by the high authorities of the 
army department and similar excursions 
will be made by the other garrisons in 
dieffrent parts of the country.

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SALARIES MAY 
BE REDUCED 


Council Salary Committee Will Soon 
Report on the Question. 


LUMPKIN ORDINANCE ADVERSED

Resolution To Make Certain Offices 
Charter Salaried Ones Fails. 


COMMITTEE THINKS A CHANGE IS UNWISE 


Councils Should Be Left Free To 
Change Salaries at Will—What 
Mr. Lumpkin Asks For. 


- The salary committee of the general 
council has an important problem before 
it—that of fixing the salaries of the city 
officials and officer$ to be elected next 
year. The committee must make its report 
in a few weeks and the question ts already 
under consideration by the committee in- 
formally. It is almost certain that many 
salaries will be cut this year and the work 
of the committee is being watched with in- 
terest by the prospective candidates of 
next year. 

Yesterday the committee, Messrs. Mad- 
dox, chairman; Dimmock and Adamson, 
held a meeting to consider the Lumpkin 
resolution introduced two weeks ago 1look- 
ing to the securing of an amendment to 
the city charter fixing the salaries of cer- 
tain officers by the legislature. The author 
of the resolution appeared before the com- 
mittee and argued at length for a reduc- 
tion of salaries for several officials and 
for the fixing of the salaries by charter 
amendment so that they cannot be raised 
or changed at the will of each council. 

Mr. Lumpkin lost his point before the 
The members thought it is 
best for the practice now in vogue to be 
continued; that is, that the salaries be 
fixed by each council so that they can be 
reduced at the will of the general councils 
of the future. But the point of reducing 
salaries was not passed upon by the com- 
mittee, it being decided to report the reso- 
lution adversely on the ground that it is 
considered unwise to make the salaries 
fixable by charter amendment. 

Many' Salaries May Be Cut. 

The committee informally discussed the 
question of reducing salaries of the officers 
to be elected next fall, and white no sense 
of the committee was taken, it seems that 


\ when the question is taken up in a short 
‘time the committee will recommend that 


the pruning knife be freely used on the 
salary lists. The committee will doubtless 
get after the big fellows in office, and 
while the reductions cannot be effective 
during the terms of the present officers, 
many of the latter expect to be candidates 
for re-election next year and are therefore 
deeply interested in the fixing of salaries 
this year. The law provides that salaries 
shall be fixed by councils which will be 
out of existence before the officers are to 
be elected. It devolves on the present 
council to fix the salaries for the officers 
who will be elected next fall and who will 
take tne oath of office in January, 1899. 
Lumpkin Asks for Reductions. 

Mr. Lumpkin asked the committee to 
recommend his resolution because it seeks 
to reduce the salary of the city attorney 
from $3,000 to $2,000; that of the city en- 
gineer from $3,000 to $2,000: that of the 
comptroller to $2,000, and that of the as- 
sistant city attorney to $1,800. He thinks 
the amounts stated are sufficient for the 
services performed and said while he had 
no fight to make on the gentlemen holding 
the places, he thought in fairness to the 
smaller officeholders and in justice to the 
city salaries of the officials should be cut 
because the wages of the schoo! teachers, 
the policemen and clerks had been chopped 
off at the beginning of the present year. 

It was stated that the reason the salaries 
of the chartered officers were not changed 
was that the present council could not get 
at those now in office, their salaries being 
fixed for the full term by the previous 
council. Members of the committee inti- 
mated that the salary of officials to be 
elected next year will not escape the re- 
duction in force {in other departments not 
protected by charter provision.

The sale of Hollywood cemetery that is 
being advertised to occur next Tuesday 
may be so modified as to materially change 
the terms of the court’s order under which 
the auction by the receiver was to take 
place.

under this order, Receiver Curran has ad- 
vertised the proposed sale according to 
law and would have sold the property, eXx- 


cept-the lots held by individual purchases, 
on next Tuesday. 

Yesterday an application was filed by Mr. 
Cc. J. Simmons. asking that the sale be 
postponed until the parties interested could 
cited to appear in court and show 
cause Who the sale could not be modified 
considerably, selling only a portion of the 
ground which -was inctuded in the ceme- 
tery proper. Judge Lumpkin was presented 
with the application yesterday and he 
granted an order setting the case for a 
hearing before him on next Saturday morn-

| ing at which time the modification sought 


tur will be discussed. 

Before the present legal tangle in the 
property, many private individuals bought 
lots and buried their dead in the eeme- 
tery. In order to allay unusual anxiety on 
the part of these innocent purchasers, the 
receiver has stated that no lot bought by 
an individual for burial purposes will be 
sold should the property go to auction on 
next Thursday. lt was in order to prevent 
this, it is said, that a receiver Was ap- 
plied fur by the creditors.

New York’s Grand Jury Looks Into the 
Charges of Tax Dodging. 


THE DISCREPANCIES IN VALUES 


Officials Made One Report to the State 
and Another to the City.

The Practice, endenas Is Not Peculiar 
to the Metropolis—Investigation 
Pushed by Labor Union. i

Three of the leading life insurance com- 
panies of America have been under investi- 
gation this week by the grand jury of New 
York city. 

The companies are charged with returning 
their buildings ia New York at too low a 
valuation for tax assessment. The com- 
panies are the New York Mutual Life, 
the New York Life and the Haquitable. 
These companies and probably all the 
others gave one valuation to the state and 
another to the city—a practice not re- 
stricted to New York city. 

This investigation grew out of an effort 
on the part of the Central Labor Union 
of New York city to have the tax assessors 
indicted for perjury. Dr, O'Sullivan, repre- 
senting the Labor Union, charged that the 
Equitable Life Assurance Society returned 
its home office, 12 Broadway, to the state 
ut $16.L00,000. This propérty was assessed 
by the tax commissioners at $3,800,000. The 
rule in New York Is to assess property for 
at least WW per cent of its real value, O'Sul- 
livan contended that the Equitable ought 
to be paying taxes on $9,600,000 instead of 
om $3,800,000, and its tax should be $288,000 
instead of $114,000, 

The home office of the Mutual Life Insu- 
rance Company, alt 32 Nassau street, is val- 
ued at $12,000,000 in the sworn statements 
vf the officials on file in the insurance de- 
partment at Albany. This property was 
assessed by the city tax commissioners at 
$2,000,000, The city ought to get $196,000 more 
per year from this company than ic is 
paying, said O'Sullivan. 

The New York Life Insurance Company 
has a $10,000,000 building on Broadway, but 
it was returned for taxes at $1,900,000. Dr. 
O'Sullivan declares that this company 
should be paying $180,000 a year for city 
taxes instead of $57,000. 

The foreman of the grand jury is quoted 
as intimating that no true bills would 
be found, 

O'Sullivan says that what is trve of thse 
companies named is also true of the Met- 
ropolitan Life and of some of the smaller 
companies. The insurance men everyw ere 
are greatly interested in the result of the 
investigation,

The trvst company held the bonds 
of the road and was preparirg to foreclose 
the mortgage when the conrradtors filed 
their claim of holding a prior lien on the 
property. 

The case was referred to a special mas- 
fet, who d@ecided against Mrowks Bros. 
Judge Newman then based his decision on 
the report of the special master. Breoks 
triel to have the case reopened but his 
motion was deniec. He has now filed an 
application for an order to carry the case 
up tc the appellate court.
